-adar also orovides surveillance, tracking, and space ob- 
ject identification (SOI) support for SPACETRACK 
operations. 

2. Organization. Trie 16 Surveillance Sauadron is a HO 
USAF controlled unit assigned to the 1 Space Wing. 
Operational resource management for the unit is 
provided by the Commander. Space Command. 
Operational control is vested in CINCNORAD/ 
CINCAD through the NORAD Cheyenne Mountain 
Complex (CMC) or through backup command and con- 
trol facilities. The organization structure of the 16 SURS 
is shown in attachment 1. 

3. Responsibilities. The Commander:
